A Salute to the man who has been 
"True Blue" through it all - Gavin Hall 

Longtime SOTS coach 
has 34 years of memories 



Gavin Hall admits 
retiring is tough 
but also exciting

Ho will be feeling blue, but that's 
nothing unusual. 

When Gavin Hail wnlks out of 
SCITS next week, it will he the fi- 
nal time in over a quarter-century 
that he leaves the school as a 
teacher. 

Hall has been a permanent fix- 
ture around the corridors of Sar- 
nie Collegiate since 1965 — the 
year his oldest son was born — as 
on English teacher and guidance 
councillor. 

Yet he's best known as a coach 
and manager in countless sports 
and was often an outspoken figure 
in athletics. 

I fall, who attend SCITS as a stu- 
dent, began teaching in 1956 and 
had stints in elementary schools 
in Height's Grove and Courtright 
before joining SCITS in 1965. 

During that time, the 57 -year- 
old coached almost every sport 
available including hockey, soccer, 
football, basketball and perhaps 
his favorite, track-and-field. He 
also served as the staff advisor 
with projects including the SCITS 
Review talent show, the Blue 
Bomber yearbook and the drama 
club. 

"I've 8 pent 34 years in this 
school, first as c student and now 
as a teacher, and sure it will be 
hard for me to leave on Wednes- 
day," said Hall. It hasn't hit me 
yet and it probably won't until 
next September. What's made 
SCITS great for me is that I've en- 
joyed every single day I've spent 
here." 

Hall's teams have been success- 
ful. As head coach of the hockey 
team, SCITS advanced to the all- 
Ontario quarter-final, a feat which 
no Lambton team has yet to 
match. His hurdlers won numer- 
ous OFSAA medals. He served as 
an assistant-coach on the school's 
only all-Ontario (OFSAA) senior 
girls basketball team. He was also 
around for the winning sirea* o, 



the 1980's when the Bomber? 
three-peated as senior football 
champions. 

He once served as an assistant 
coach with a junior boys' basket- 
ball team which had three players 
eventually play professional 
sports — ironically none in basket- 
ball. The line-up included Mike 
Gardiner, now a pitcher with the 
Montreal Expos, Paul Ysebaert, a 
hockey player with New Jersey, 
Detroit and Winnipeg, and his 
own son Kyle who played seven 
years in the Canadian Football 
league. Ironically Kyle an- 
nounced his retirement from pro 
ball the same year his father did 



from teaching. 

Despite numerous victories, 
there were a jot of defeats and 
Hall said he enjoyed working with 
the kids win or lose. 

"My most memorable moments 
were every time we went on the 
floor or on the field, those were ail 
great times," he recalls. We 
coached a lot of kids who didn't 
win anything but we taught them 
to play hard and boy did they ever 
work hard. One of my most memo- 
rable teams was the 1977 football 
team. We didn't'win, but we made 
the final and those kids played to 
the best of their abilities." 

Hall loves SCITS. He even 



named his dog 'Bomber". At an 
athletic banquet he declared that 
his boxer shorts were also bine. 

"I love the jj-adition this school 
has which dates back to 1851. The 
kids here have been great," he in* 
sists. 

Hall said he will continue work- 
ing on a historical project for 
SCITS. He intends on travelling in 
his retirement and hinted that he 
may do some outside coaching if 
needed. He and his wife Marie are 
also expecting their first grand- 
child in the fall. 




"Seventy five years is a long time. 
It spans a number of periods. If we 
wait for the 100 th, a lot of people 
wont be around. The 75th is a 
good time to have a gathering. 
People can get together and 
reminisce!' 



As many of you may have noticed this year as 
you wander blissfully through the halls of SCI, we 
are missing a familiar face. Gavin Hall retired last 
year and his leaving means that we have lost a 
"true blue" SCITS teacher. Although his physical 
presence is gone, his spirit lives on. And just what 
does this spirit represent? 

It means a zest for life, a profound belief in the 
dignity and worth of all, but especially in that of 
the young adult. It means commitment to causes, a 
belief that you get out of life what you put into it 
and a dedication to the staff and students of Samia 
Collegiate. It means intolerance of ignorance and 
narrow-mindedness. It means unselfishness, a 
willingness to help anyone at any lime of need ai 
a confirmed belief in the worthiness of 
involvement in school activities of all types. In 
short, it means living, not merely existing. 

This spirit lives on today. It is what makes 
Samia Collegiate what it is today-the best school 
in the province. Gavin believed this with all his 
heart, and did his best to make this known to the 
general public. He continues to do so today, a 
testimony to the pride he takes from being a part of 
the SCITS community. 

We wish him well in his "golden years". We 
thank him for his contributions, his lessons and his 
leadership. But most of all, we thank him for 
caring for us and passing onto us the true spirit of 
what it means to be a part of this school.

The original S.C.I.T.S. (Collegiate Institute as it was 
called then) was on London Road and opened in the year 
of 1891 at a cost of approximately forty thousand dollars. 

In 1918 it became necessary to open up rooms in the old 
Lochiel School to accommodate the growing numbers of 
students. 

In 1 9 1 9 the Chamber of Commerce decided thru a 
program called "Program of Work" to erect a new 
Collegiate & Technical Institute with modern facilities. 

S.C.I.T.S. was formally opened on October 27, 1922. Its 
red brick structure was built on the south side of 
Wellington Street at a cost of approximately six hundred 
thousand dollars. The back athletic ground covers seven 
acres. 

During this time Sarnia was one of four or five cities in 
the province to admit students free of charge. The Board of 
Education spared no expense and built a school that was 
second to none throughout the province. 

Facts from the Sarnia Canada Observer on 
Saturday, October 28, 1922 

TITLED "UP TO DATE" 

The new hall of learning is one of the finest and perhaps 
the most up to date of its kind in Ontario. Every modern 
facility for the instruction and comfort of pupils has been 
imbodied and the technical equipment is in some way 
novel and the most modern that could be produced. 

Automatic regulation of the temperature in any room by 
means of a thermostatic control located in the principal's 
room is one of the outstanding features and telephone 
communication with all rooms with the same office is 
another. 

It also contains an independent fire alarm system; an 
automatic clock system; medical inspection room with 
dental chair; Sheldon circulating fan which constantly 
changes the air in the building; swimming pool 25 by 75 
feet, from 3 to 8 feet in depth with dressing rooms and 
shower room; model house comprising parlor, dining 
room, kitchen, bedroom and toilet, for practical 
demonstrations in domestic science; cafeteria for suppling 
meals to pupils at midday; lunch rooms for taking meals; 
automobile and motor mechanics workshop; engineering 
workshop; woodworking room with the latest machinery; 
chemistry and physic laboratories with latest equipment 
including running water on tables; electric current; air 
tight cupboards for experiments; battery room for supply 
of current; moving picture booth over the auditorium; 
lecture room with lantern and screen; large gymnasium. 



THE GROUND FLOOR 

The building contains three floors. On the ground floor 
are: machine shop, auto shop and mechanics shop; 
plumbing and steamfitting shop; technical classroom; lunch 
rooms; lecture rooms; typewriting rooms; gymnasium and 
classrooms. On the first floor will be found the following: 
principal's office, woodworking room, architectural room, 
drawing room, mechanical drawing room, technical 
classroom, navigation, stationary machinery and 
engineering, secretary office, auditorium, library, and 
reading rooms, medical room and classrooms, and on the 
second floor are: cookery room; model house; domestic 
science rooms; dressmaking and millinery art; clay 
modeling; auditorium balcony; chemistry and physics 
laboratories; lectures rooms; conservatory; microscopic 
laboratory and other classrooms. 

SOME MATERIALS 

Figures complied by the contractor on the amounts of 
material used in the building are impressive. They are: total 
amount of material, 200 cars; electrical conduit, 7 miles; 
electric wires, 35 miles; excavation, 8000 yards; cement, 
22,000 sacks; gravel and sand, 22 boat loads; lumber, 
780,000 feet, board measure; 1,500,000 bricks, placed end 
to end equal to 200 miles; tile, 100,000 square feet; steel 
rods, 120 tons; glass, 10,000 square feet; stone, 9000 
hundredweight; structural steel, 50 tones; blackboards, 
4624 square feet. 

MEN WHO BUILT IT 

Building an institute of the size of the new Collegiate 
Institute and Technical School is no one man job. Neither is 
it a one contractor task. To provide the materials for the 
various units of construction and the skilled labour to put 
them in place required the service of numerous contractors 
and sub contractors as the following list of those who 
contributed their "bit" to the new edifice would indicate:

"People joined together and made their own fun and also the 
football teams at that time were always rated top in Ontario.

It was hard to go to school back then, I had to get a ride, everybody got 
along well, and there was no crime in those days. I went to SCITS in 
1922 on London Rd. (old SCITS for 2 years). Ed Hargrove my brother 
was the first class to go to the new school. I feel the old yearbooks 
were better than today's. 

Mrs. Francis James (1922) 

Mrs. James entered highschool at 12 years old at the old London Road 
site. She said she really didn't apply herself and loved to play 
basketball. In 1922 she moved to the new SCITS. Here her fondest 
memories were of the pool. She said she swam everyday and 
remember going home many times in the winter with frozen hair. The 
new school had the only pool in the city at the time and was quite a 
novelty. 

Once in the new school Mrs. James bore down and achieved good 
grades. She said Mr. Dent and Mr. Grant were excellent teachers who 

have given a lasting memory. 
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Principal Profile 

D.A. Campbell 1922-1925 

Special Memories: Mr. Campbell left his position as director 
of technical education of Alberta to become the first principal 
of the new SCI&TS. Mr. Campbell dedicated his life to 
education and was very proud of the new SCITS. Mr. 
Campbell was described as "direct, abrupt but always ready 
and willing to explain." 

Clubs and Athletics: Clubs and school teams were very active in SCITS first 
few years of existence. 1922 brought WOSSA championships in both Rugby 
and girls basketball. A feat that both teams duplicated the next year. 

Important Issued in Education: Mr. Campbell was committed to technical 
education and left SCITS to become the director of Technical Education in 
Ontario. This was a position he held for six years until shortly before his death 
in 1931. 



Principal Profile 

Mr. F.C. Ashbury 1925-1945 

Special Memories: During Mr. Ashbury's twenty year career as 
SCITS principal, he lead the school through the Great Depression 
and the Secord World War. Although SCITS was a very busy 
place, outside activities, such as WOSSA competitions were 
cancelled due to gasoline rationing and financial restrains. Leading 
SCITS through these troubled times so successfully, lead many of his former staff 
and students to call him "SCITS greatest principal." 

Clubs and Athletics: Mr. Ashbury took a very active role in extracurricular 
activities. He arranged several football games with out of town teams, and often 
drove carloads of teachers to see these games. Mr. Ashbury was also an avid support 
of the rifle club, and was himself an excellent shot, and the drama club. In 1923, he 
took the part of the captain in H.M.S. Pinafore, performed at SCITS. 

Important Issues in Education: During the 1930's SCITS student body grew out of 
the school. Staggered hours were implemented to reduce the number of students in 
the school at any one time. An expansion in the technical department was needed 
during the war, to help train war workers. 




Principal Profile 

Mr. Alex Sinclair 1945-1954 

Special Memories: Students have several special memories 
of Mr. Sinclair served as principal as SCITS celebrated its 
first 25 years. Mr. Sinclair was thought of quite highly by the 
students who dedicated the 1947-48 school magazine after 
him. The dedication read "in appreciation of fairness towards 
students and his keen interest in their welfare. 

Clubs and Athletics: School clubs and teams were very active during Mr. 
Sinclair's era. Some special memories were the SCITS Cadet Corps winning 
top Corps in Western Ontario. Soccer was introduced as a new sport at SCITS, 
and the football team reached the WOSSA finals 4 consecutive years only to be 
defeated by Windsor each year. 

Important Issues in Education: Large schools became the way of the future 
and SCITS went over the 1500 mark in 1952. The honour system was also 
introduced under Mr. Sinclair, at the urging of the grade 13s. 




Principal Profile 

Mr. J.E. Johnston 1954-1956 

Special Memories: Mr. Johnston was a very business 
oriented principal, but ensured fairness and equality for all 
staff and students. 

Clubs and Athletics: SCITS experienced a great deal of 
success in all areas of sports under Mr. Johnston, but none that compared to the 
success of the SCITS curling team. The SCITS curling team won the all 
Ontario championships and went to the finals of the Dominion championship, 
before falling to defeat. 

Important Issues in Education: Mr. Johnston was principal at SCITS when 
the staffing crisis was at its worse. To make matters worse several teachers 
were reassigned to Central Collegiate when it opened up in 1955. 





Principal Pro file 

Mr. A.D.G. Billingsley 1956-1959 

Special Memories: Mr. Billingsley was a math teacher at 
SCITS before becoming principal. He was thought of as a good 
man. Staff remembered him as a excellent organizer who was 
very fair. Staff and students alike enjoyed working for Mr. 
Billingsley. 

Club and Athletics: Mr. Billingsley was very active with both clubs and sports 
teams at SCITS. During Mr. Billingsley's years at SCITS the Sarnia sports scene 
grew. The addition of Central and Northern created new high school rivalries. 

Important Issues in Education: One of the largest impacts on education during 
the later part of the fifties was the beginning of the baby boom to reach high 
school. This created a tremendous shortage of teachers. Principals were constantly 
recruiting new staff members. It was not uncommon for 15 to 20 new staff 
members to arrive each year with very little experience. With Northern high 
school not being ready for its September opening, it moved into the SCITS 
building for its first semester. One school running an AM shift and the other 
operating during the PM. 

Principal Pro file 

Mr. G.T. Hosie 1959-1961 

Special Memories: Mr. Hosie is remembered as a teacher 
and an administrator. Being remembered as a teacher first is a 
reflection of his true love. Although only principal at SCITS 
for a short period of time, he was committed to the 
improvement of education in Samia. 

Clubs and Athletics: Under the leadership of Mr. Hosie SCITS was a very 
active place. The school curling team captured city honours, while the Junior 
Boys basketball team also experienced successful seasons. The SCITS soccer 
teams finally began to come into their own with both the senior and junior 
teams bringing home championships. The drama club worked with the theme 
Around the World in Eighty Days. 




Principal Profile 

John Saunders 1961-1977 

Special Memories: SCITS is the best school in all Ontario. 
These were feelings of John Saunders when he retired in 1977 
and little has seemed to change, A drop in visit by Rocket 
Richard was definitely a highlight during his time at SCITS. 
However, student achievement is always a special memory. 
Having a student from SCITS being named the fastest typist in Ontario is 
something he has never forgotten. 

Clubs and Athletics: SCITS has always had a very strong tradition on clubs and 
athletics. He recalls with pride the numerous football championships SCITS won 
over the years. It was also very exciting to watch SCITS go to London to 
complete against the larger centre in basketball. Often meeting with success. 

Important Issues in Education: During very radically changing times Mr. 
Saunders always keep the students the centre of focus in education. His 
commitment to his students, resulted in his students being committed to him. The 
student honour Mr. Saunders by naming the new gymnasium the John Saunders 
Gymnasium. 





Principal Profile 
I DonMcCahill 1977-1985 

Special Memories: There were many special memories 
during Don's years at SCITS. One that stands out is when 

I senior students put a VW Bug Car (The Bomber Bug) on the 
roof of the school. The marching of students on the Board of 
Education for the addition of the present gymnasium, also 
was a fond memory. 

Clubs and Athletics: SCITS dominance in Sr. football during the early 80 f s 
was a proud moment. It was an amazing accomplishment by Bill McNamara's 
wrestling teams, to consistently be one of the top programs in the provinces. It 
involved so many students. The girls basketball program developed over the 
70's to dominate much of the province in the 80's. The SCITS Revue was 
always first rate. 

Important Issues in Education: In the early 80's the importance of computers 
as an education tool was realized and the school began to establish its 
computer education, without the benefit of public funds. A very peaceful time 

with the government. 




Principal Profile 

Phil Brown 1985-1991 

Special Memories: Mr. Brown "absolutely loved SCITS." His 
mother graduated from SCITS in 1927, so it was a special feeling 
being principal. Phil was very fond of all the traditions at SCITS 
eg. graduation, the Revue. One very special memory of his days at 
SCITS came during a staff-student basketball game when he made 
his first and only three point shot. 

Clubs and Athletics: SCITS had a wonderful tradition of supporting all the activities 
that took place in the school. The Christmas assembly brought staff and students 
together in the can food drive. In athletics, SCITS girls basketball team became one 
of the premier programs in the province, with many players continuing there play in 
post secondary institutions. The arrival of former Olympic swimming coach Donna 
Ross revitalized the swimming program at SCITS. 

Important Issues in Education: Public relations became a priority at SCITS during 
his time at SCITS. Some people felt (unjustifiably so) that students were not being 
trained adequately for university. This was overcome and students from other school 
districts wanted to transfer to SCITS. 





Principal Profile 

Don Hunter 1991-1995 

Special Memories: Mr. Hunter fondly remembers the hard work 
the staff and students put forth to upgrade SCITS. The school's 

technical department worked hard at refmishing the banisters, and 
upgrading the brick work to improve SCITS beauty. While the 
school as a whole fundraised and worked on the development of 
Polysar Park (comer of Crawford and Wellington). The park was 
named after Polysar who matched dollar for dollar the students fundraising. Polysar 
(now Bayer) developed an excellent partnership in the communities PAIRS program. 

Clubs and Athletics: Student parliament was a very successful organization during 
the 1990's. They were always active in positive ways. The cheerleaders under Mr. 
Fillion were excellent community ambassadors for SCITS. Other activities such as 
the BAA, the GAA, the fashion show and wrestling all bring back positive memories. 

Important Issues in Education: The provincial governments spending cuts, put 
quite a challenge to education during the 90's. Keeping the moral of staff and 
students up, and maintaining programs were of the utmost importance. Looking at 
SCITS in the 90's obviously it was successful in the challenge. 





Principal Profile 

Pat Preudhomme 1995-1996 

Special Memories: The autumn of 1995 was the season of the 
elevator. This was a long awaited and much needed addition to 
the school The positive aspect of the elevator was that it was 

opened without significantly compromising the traditional 
architecture of the building. 

Clubs and Athletics: The 1995-96 was a very traditional year in many aspects for 
SCITS. In summary, students learned, teachers taught, teams played, students 
danced, club and organizations met, the Canned Food Players, the Drama Club 
and the Revue participants performed. 

Important Issues In Education: The 1995-96 school year was "the year coping 
with change. The entire administration staff at SCITS was new. The "new team" 
not only coped they coped very well, in large due to the co-operation of the staff 
and students alike. 





Principal Profile 

John Dawson 1996-1997 

Special Memories: During my first year at SCITS, my immediate 
impression of the staff and students is the general acceptance of a 
long-standing tradition with regard to the expectation of everyone 
to working hard and doing one's best. The staff always have the best 
interests of the students in mind as they continually develop new 
ideas to involve the students both curricularly and co-curricularly. 

Clubs and Athletics: LSSAA championships have been won in Senior Girls Soccer, 
Junior Rugby and Wrestling. The football team came ever so close but lost in the city 
finals. The wrestlers brought home the first SWOSSAA championship in the new 
alignment of OFSAA regions. Talented is the only description of this year's participants 
in the Xmas Music Concert, Disney Night - combining the bands from SCITS & 
Northern, the Revue, the Fashion Show, "Grease" and the many other club activities. 

Important Issues in Education: The Ministry of Education continued to toss new 
legislation (College of Teachers and Bill 104) and speculations about the Re-structuring 
of Education in front of the public, teachers and students. Coping with known change 

expectations is difficult enough, but the unknown speculative atmosphere is infinitely 
harder to direct and focus one's energy.

THE OPENING OF THE NEW COLLEGIATE 




The official opening of the Sarnia 
Collegiate Institute and -Technical 
School placed this city among the 
foremost educational centres of On^ 
tario. On that day the students 
were presented with a gift of in- 
estimable value in which they are 
given an opportunity of gaining 
knowledge in every phase of edu- 
cation. The pupils of the former 
school were continually involved in 
various activities but with the 
opportunities afforded the students 
of the new Collegiate the present 
term has already set an enviable 
record, and one which will be diffi- 
cult to surpass by future students. 

Although the pupils have been in 
attendance since Sept. 6 the _new 
Collegiate was not officially opened 
until Friday, Oct. 27, 1922 and a 
very enjoyable programme was 
arranged for both afternoon and 
evening. The pupils were request- 
ed to attend the afternoon pro- 
gramme as the evening was re- 
served for the citizens. About 
seven hundred students were pres- 
ent and as many outsiders as the 
seating capacity of the auditorium 
would permit. 

The first number on the pro- 
gramme was a selection by the 
school orchestra. This was follow- 
ed .by the singing of "O Canada" by 
the punils. 

The formal opening address was 



given by the Rev. Mr. Hall, the 
chairman of the Foard of Education, 
in which he presented the students 
with the gift of the Board, the 
Sarnia Collegiate Institute and 
Technical School. 

An appreciation by R. Charles 
Brown, representing the student 
body was very creditably given and 
we feel that the opinions of every 
student were voiced in his speech. 

Miss Win nifred Bell rendered a 
well-received vocal solo "My Dear 
Soul" which was followed by a very 
instructive address by Mr F. \Y. 
Merchant, Director of Technical 
Education. 

A violin duet by Miss Mildred- 
Lucas and Miss Inez Misner of the 
Technical department was followed 
by an address by Mr. Overholt, 
Principal .of the Brantford C. I., 
well remembered as a former prin- 
cipal of the Sarnia C. I. 

The school orchestra then favored 
the assembly with a selection and 
the students sang the "Maple Leaf 
Forever." 

The programme was ended by the 
singing of the National Anthem. 

The citizens who visited the 
school inspected it under the guid- 
ance of the cadets. 

At the evening as well as the 
afternoon function the orchestra 
and cadets took an active paVt *asr 
representatives of the students.

As a possible help to future edit- 
ors we have considered it appropri- 
ate to write a few words on the lack 
of support shown by the students in 
the production of this magazine. 
Much is yet to be desired both in 
the bulk 'and variety of contribu- 
tions. To those who have helped 
us we express our thanks on behalf 
of the school and our personal ap- 
preciation of their assistance. To 
those who have failed to contribute 
to the magazine we present a few 
reasons why their co-operation is 
necessary. 

This magazine is sent out to var- 
ious schools throughout Canada and 
even to the old country. In this 
respect it is a representative of the 
school since it comprises the only 
data on which other schools can 
form their opinion of the Sarnia 
Collegiate. It is true that some of 
the schools of Ontario are given an 
opportunity of judging our athletic 
prowess and through an occasional 
debate or oratorical contest are en- 
abled to secure added information 
about our school. Very few schools 
however, are given this opportunity 
and therefore, the only means that 
most of them have of forming a true 
estimate of us is by examinig our 
magazine. A poor magazine casts 
a serious reflection on our ability as 
students. The responsibility for a 
poor "Collegiate" rests not however, 
on the Editorial Staff nor on those 



who have contributed articles but on 
the numerous students who have 
written nothing. 

The prevalent idea seems to be 
that the magazine is the medium 
through which the editors, of the 
different departments express their 
opinions. This is a very serious 
mistake. The magazine is essen- 
tially the mirror and the common 
product of the entire student body. 
When many students fail to realize 
their responsibility and make no ef- 
fort to contribute articles they are 
betraying the confidence which their 
fellow students have placed in them. 
It is only by a common and united 
endeavour on the part of all the stu- 
dents that a magazine which is 
really worthy of our school can be 
produced. 

There are many who say that 
they cannot write. It is true that 
there are people who can express 
their thoughts and ideas in-beautiful 
English without any apparent men- 
tal exertion. They are the fortun- 
ate few.

DOES PROFESSIONALISM IN ATHLETICS 
TEND TO LOWER THE TONE OF SPORT

THE question of professionalism 
in Athletics is perhaps the most 
discussed problem in all the sporting 
world. Every time the newspapers 
announce another "star" amateur 
athlete has turned professional, the 
age-old arguments on both sides of 
the question are once more ad- 
vanced and the weary debaters delve 
deeper and deeper into the subject. 

There can be no doubt that ath- 
letics in all its many branches forms 
a very important part of our social 
and national life. They are a great 
force in developing the manhood 
and womanhood of the nation and 
their influence and value can never 
be estimated. Sport has its follow- 
ers in every walk of life and for 
this reason it is one of every coun- 
try's greatest democratic 'institu- 
tions. By followers we not only 
refer to those who take an active in- 
terest in sport (those who play the 
game themselves), but also those 
who are interested supporters and 
spectators. There are far too many 
people who are content only to sit 
back and watch the games when 
they would be benefitting them- 
selves far more if they received only 
part of the exercise that some do 
out of athletics. 

We have attempted to show with- 
out going into detail what a great 
force athletics are in our public and 
private life and to some it may ap- 
pear as if we had wandered from 
our subject, but not so. Since ath- 
letics are such a force in our nation- 
al life why not keep them clean, pure 
and free from commercialism ? 

In professional sport the chief ob- 
ject of the club owners is to provide 
a winning team, because such a 
team pays and after all to those in- 
terested it is the money that counts. 
The important thing is to win 
games and very often the motive be- 



hind the winning is not the best. 
Professional games do not show the 
same spirit that characterizes ama- 
teur athletics because each player is 
out for himself. The more money' 
that can be won, the more the in- 
dividual performances of the players 
stand out and very often effective 
team play is lost as" a result. 

Perhaps the most commercialized 
sport in the world is professional 
baseball as it is played in the United 
States. Scandal about games being 
"thrown" is continually cropping 
up and because of this the players in 
many cases work under suspicion 
and a consequent loss to the game. 
Only a few years ago it was proven 
that the World Series baseball 
games were sold to gamblers by 
some of the players involved. As a 
result these players were barred 
from every sport and were left de- 
graded outcasts of society. Base- 
ball was dealt a severe blow by 
these few men who were willing to 
sacrifice their pride, self-respect and 
honour for the sake of a few paltry 
dollars. Professional athletics are 
subject to many forms of gambling 
despite the efforts that the law has 
put forth against this evil. 

What could be sadder than a pro- 
fessional athlete whose playing days 
are over and who finds that he is 
forced to turn to some other liveli- 
hood than making money by physi- 
cal means alone. With his brain 
undeveloped, he is forced to begin 
anew, when the best days of his life 
are over. The average number of 
years that a professional athlete can 
devote to sport is about ten, so un- 
less he is a star he is unable to earn 
enough in that time to provide for 
later life. The life of a professional 
is a hard daily grind and a man has 
to have the best of condition to 
stand the pace of Time.

... ries. Last winter in a game at 

• ontreal the players became so un- 
controllable that' a small riot broke 

tit which had to be quelled by the 

□lice reserves. This incident was 
rhe target for many unfavourable 
.ress dispatches and was freely 

aoted as "one of the blackest stains 
.:i the history of Montreal sport." 
Such displays of rowdyism, which 
• re quite familiar to all professional 
games seldom occur in amateur con- 
gests. Professional lacrosse has 
been played in the Dominion for 
many years but the game has be- 
come so unpopular that it is practic- 
ally extinct now. Professionalism 
all" but "killed" lacrosse as a sport, 
but since the war the amateurs have 
staged a "comeback" and the game 
was never more popular. 

Players are bought and sold by 
professional magnates, sometimes 
for prices ranging in the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. To those 
unaccustomed to sport it seems 
strange that men should be traded 
as slaves or sold like some manu- 
facturer's product. 

What a difference there is in the 
sport of our day as compared to the 
Ancient Greek Athletics. Then 
professionalism was undreamed of 
as the men worked with all their 
heart to win the victor's prize of a 
tiny laurel wreath. Athletics were 
a far greater force in Ancient Grec- 
ian life than they are to-day. They 
were a part of their religion — a big 
part — and rightly so. And why 
were athletics a greater force than 
they are to-day? For the one rea- 
son that there was absolutely no 
taint of commercialism in any of 
their contests. Games were held 
at Nemea, Corinth, Delphi and 
Olympia — one every year — and 
Greeks from every state tiocked to 
see the competitions. These great 
games fostered art, commerce, uni- 
ty and peace. The body was thor- 



oughly trained but not at the ex- 
pense of the mind. Greek athletics 
have taught us much but, after all, 
not nearly enough. They have given 
us our Modern Olympic games 
which are fashioned after those held 
at Ancient Olympia and are open to 
all amateur athletes in the world. 
The Olympics to-day are one of the 
banner events in the sporting world, 
but nevertheless they are not even 
compared with the Ancient games 
which were one of the greatest mor- 
al influences in the whole civilized 
world. 

The spirit that one puts into Ath- 
letics is, after all, that which mat- 
ters most. To play one's best for 
the true love of the game is an ex- 
perience that does not come with 
the same complete satisfaction to 
a professional as to an amateur 
athlete. Is there any more colourful 
picture than a big college football 
game with its thousands of cheering 
rooters all behind their team till the 
last down when the whistle an- 
nounces "full time." School sports 
are, without doubt, the most enthus- 
iastic games and nothing in profes- 
sional athletics can compare in 
brilliancy, spirit or true sportsman- 
ship. College teams are better dril- 
led than the average club team and 
each and every one of the players 
can be relied on to give all in his 
power to win fairly and cleanly. 
One of the many reasons for the 
popularity of intercollegiate ath- 
letics is the strict amateur code al- 
ways enforced. 

' Nevertheless, there can be no 
doubt that professionalism has come 
to stay — that commercialized sport 
can never be entirely stamped out. 
The brand of sport will always at- 
tract the public and in the long run 
the public will get what it wants. 
But, however, amateur sport will 
always dominate for the simple rea- 
son that it teaches us some of life's 
greatest lessons. Team-work, co- 
operation, perseverance, unselfish- 
ness, courage, and many other per- 
sonal traits can be found in good 



THE GOVERNMENT CUSTOMS 
PROBE 

The recent government probe of 
alleged smuggling at Canada's ports 
has brought to light several very 
interesting and unusual situations. 

The statement of Mr. H. H. Stevens, 
Conservative for Vancouver, that 
the customs officials, at a great 
many Canadian cities, were not 
what the people trusted they were, 
seems to have a great deal of truth 
in it. A great many things have 
come to light by this probe that 
point definitely to the fact that the 
custom's records have been clouded 
up a great deal, and more than one 
transaction has been kept from pub- 
lic view. 

The smuggling probe has display- 
ed the fact that a great many of the 
"higher-ups" in political circles have 
benefitted from the illicit smuggling 
of liquor and motor cars. The pol- 
icy that some officials seem to have 
followed, namely that of allowing 
certain little things into the country 
duty free, or of merely winking an 
eye, at the smuggling of liquor from 
Quebec, may be all very well for 
those deriving the benfit, but it is 
not fair to the public. 

Several editorials in leading jour- 
nals suggest that there is a possibil- 
ity that the custom's officials and re- 
venue officers are not above suspi- 
cion. Of course there are plenty of 
men in the revenue service who are 
above reproach but then it is ad- 
mitted that the customs job in recent 
years has been full of temptation 
for the officials. The smuggling of 
liquor along the border has become 
a major industry and the smugglers 
are only too willing to expend a few 
dollars to insure non-interference. 
The enquiry at Ottawa has shown 
that Montreal has been a prolific 
clearing house for illicit traffic a- 
cross the border in both directions 
and that a clean-up of the Montreal 
department is long over-due. Evi- 
dently the department has had a 
very poor system in the past and 
there is room for much improve- 
ment in the system for checking big 
transactions. The people of Canada 
have usually entertained a good 
opinion of the honesty and integrity 
of government officials and it seems 
a shame that men in their positions 
should show such lax moral stan- 
dards, by allowing personal inter- 
ests to overshadow their duty to the 
people.

AQUATICS 



There still seems to be a feeling prevalent in ths school that acquaties 
is merely a minor sport. In a city the size of Sarnia and situated as it is, 
near Lake Huron, there is naturally a large, number of swimmers attending 
the Collegiate. Consequently there should be no difficulty in organizing strong 
teams of both girls and boys. Once formed such teams would find ready 
competitors in London, Brant ford, Windsor, Walkerville, Detroit and even 
Toronto. 

The S.C.I. & T.S. possesses one of the best swimming pools in Canada 
and considering this fact there is surprisingly little use of the tank. Such 
activity as does take place is merely in the nature of a few dives and a little 
splashing around that cannot be dignified by beng called a swim. There is 
verv little done along the line of organized aquatic sport with the exception 
of the annual aquatic meet. The majority of the students evince a most 
deplorable lack of interest. The Board of Education installed the pool and 
its attendant equipment at great cost so why not take every opportunity of 
using their gift? 

As a health promoter, swimming is advocated by most athletic coaches. 
'Many of the famous aquatic stars first took up swimming, in an endeavour 
to improve their health" Annette Kellerman, who was a very weakly girl 
learned to swim on her doctor's advice and in time was acclaimed as one of 
the world's greatest swimmers. The first woman to swim the Catalina 
Channel was advised by her doctor to learn to swim for her health. 

A large number of students who have athletic tendencies, but whose 
lack of weight or height prohibits them from playing rugby or basketball 
should naturally turn to swimming. In aquatics lack of size is no handicap 
as the majority of the tank celebrities of both Canada and the United States 
are of medium 'height and slender build. Practically every muscle of the body 
is used in swimming and consequently a swimmer has smooth, yet hard 
muscles and is active and graceful. There is much variety in water sports 
that the field is not crowded and some new and hitherto unknown swimmer 
is continually coming into prominence. 

It is rather late to do anything this year but next year those who 
are interested should form a Swimming Club in September and give to this 
sport the place it deserves on the schools list of activities. There is hardly 
any limit to the scope of a properly organized aquatic club, so let the 
S.C.I. & T.S. take a step forward and place swimming on a par with its 
other sports.

TELEVISION 



} II 1 HE world has long felt the need of 
a perfect means of communication, 
but, owing to lack of knowledge and ma- 
terials, the development of such an aid 
to commerce has been postponed until the 
present age. The absolutely perfect com- 
munication system is, of course, impossi- 
ble; with our limited scientific knowledge 
and apparatus; but the nearest approach 
to it is made through television in con- 
junction with radio. The radio has been 
developed sufficiently for satisfactory 
practical purposes, but television has not. 

Great progress has been made towards 
its perfection in the last five years, how- 
ever. The most widely known, and most 
prectical method used in projecting 
images was developed by John L. Baird 
in 1926. His appartus has been general- 
ly accepted as the best method known and 
most experiments are conducted with it, 
in preference to any of the other methods. 

The television problem may be rough- 
ly divided into five requirements, as fol- 
lows: 

1. A means of scanning the image so 
as to subdivide it into elements with cor- 
responding light impulses. 

2. Some device for converting the light 
impulses into electrical impulses. 

3. A method of transmitting these elec- 
trical impulses to a distant receiver. 

4. A device for reconverting these elec- 
trical impulses and spreading them over a 
screen. 

5. Some system of syncronizing the 
transmitter and receiver so that each light 
impulse will assume its proper place in 
the picture at the proper time. 



These requirements will be considered 
in order according to Baird's method. 

The scanning of the image is accom- 
plished by means of a large disc having 
holes drilled through it in a spiral fash- 
ion. Behind the disc is a light source. 
The light from this source shines through 
the holes in the disc, and falls on the 
image in such a manner that, when the 
disc is motionless, one sees but a single 
spot of light. Turning the disc slowly 
results in the spot moving across the 
image in an arc immediately followed by 
another spot slightly below the first. Since 
the disc is very large, the arcs are nearly 
horizontal straight lines. One revolution 
of the disc will cause the image to be 
covered or scanned once by the light 
beams. As the image is scanned, the re- 
flected light varies in intensity, depending 
on the relative values of the light and 
dark areas of the image. 

We now come to the means of con- 
verting the reflected light impulses into 
electrical impulses. The photo-electric 
cell or "electric eye" has the property of 
generating minute currents when it is ex- 
posed to light. The current generated is 
proportional to the light striking the cell. 
This, then, is a suitable means of con- 
verting the reflected light impulses from 
the image into feeble electric energy. 
These are amplified many times before 
they are ready for transmitting. 

The transmission takes place in exact- 
ly the same manner in which a radio pro- 
gramme >s broadcast. The television im- 
pulses are used to modulate a high fre- 
quency carrier, in place of the voice or 



sound impulses. This wave is picked up 
by a receiver, similar to a radio receiver, 
amplified, detected, and again amplified. 
In fact one could listen to the signals with 
a loud speaker. However, it is not sound 
impulses that are desired, but light im- 
pulses. 

Hew arc these electrical impulses to be 
reconverted into light? On first thought, 
one would be inclined to use an ordinary 
incandescent lamp. A little investigation, 
however, would soon prove that the or- 
dinary electric light bulb is totally unfit 
for this purpose, because of its inability 
to respond to the rapid current fluctua- 
tions that are encountered in television. 
The neon lamp will follow faithfully cur- 
rent variations into the hundreds of thou- 
sands per second. This type of lamp can 
be used to reconvert the electrical cur- 
rents into light. 

By viewing this neon lamp through a 
slowly moving disc, identical with the one 
used at the transmitter, one would see a 



series of bright spots moving across the 
field of vision, in exactly the same manner 
as the light spots moved across the image 
at the sending station. If the sending 
and receiving discs are synchronized in 
speed and position, the spot position, as 
seen at the receiver, is identical with the 
spot position on the image, being scanned 
a tthe transmitter. Also, the brightness 
of the spot is proportional to that on the 
image, due to the electrical impulses sent 
to the neon lamp from the photo-electric 
cell. Thus, the picture is reproduced 
slowly, spot by spot. 

Up to this point, only light spots have 
been encountered. If the rotation of the 
discs is speeded up, so that the image is 
scanned sixteen or more tones eac.i se- 
cond, we would no longer see a series of 
spots at the receiver, but a reproduced 
likeness of the image at the transmitter. 
This would be impossible, were it not for 
the ability of the human eye to retain im- 
pressions for about one tenth of a second.

Dear "Collegiate": March ^ ^ 

I am delighted at the invitation to say a few words of greeting to students and 
teachers at the old school and to do my bit for that hardy perennial, the school journal 
whose flowering I tended with loving care one spring too many years ago. 

It is an oldster's privilege to reminisce, just as it is your eternal right to become 
bored by such reminiscence— or perhaps, strictly speaking, by the moralizing which 
often accompanies it. I haven't any desire to be guilty of the latter and I'm afraid I'd 
be a poor one to call on for such a sermon, for if ever a youth lived life at its glorious 
full, it was the unworthy writer of these lines in his collegiate years. And so if I were 
shoved unwillingly into the pulpit before you, I am afraid that I should be 'forced on 
grounds of consistency to take my text from a jolly old pastor named Herrick who al- 
most two hundred years ago, found lyric sermons in rosebuds and who, were he living- 
today, would say in effect, "Gather ye the joys of youth while ye may." Such a sermon 
unless properly qualified, would be heresy, however, wouldn't it? 

... B _ ut . if I have neither the right nor the desire to thunder out warnings to you I can 
still claim the privilege which your invitation suggests; and that is a little pleasure- 
able reminiscing of the old brick schoolhouse on the London Road which before the 
time of the spacious building you now attend, was the academic fount for all who thirst- 
ed after knowledge. 

Perhaps I can be the more readily humoured on this score, for I have some cause 
to feel like a link between the old and the new. To be explicit, it was from the platform 
of your pleasant assembly hall that I bade a fond and, I fear, a very sentimental fare- 
well to the old school. But there was some excuse for such a paean. It is curious how 
otherwise unimposing brick walls take on a measure of beauty when hallowed by plea- 
sant memories, and the extravagant regard in which we held that old building must have 
been a source of wonderment even to those blessed with an understanding of the emo- 
tional intensities of youth. I remember that I wrote what I fondly thought was a vale- 
dictory ode about it. I am still unabashedly glad that I did. 

I think there was even some mixture of resentment in our feelings. Having reached 
years of superlative importance and wisdom ourselves, we were indignant that the faith- 
ful old pile which had sheltered all of us with some dignity (and much difficulty) should 
be forced m its dotage to endure the daily prattle of mere children. None of us has at 
any time since been as old or as wise as he was then. 

We were justifiably grateful to an old structure which had willed a host of happv 
memories— than which there can be no greater riches. And in proof that time and 
distance have had little success in dimming them, my own particular store tumble out 
helter-skelter as I write from an institution which has done its graduates the same ser- 
vice for three hundred years. 

. } think th e movies call them "flashbacks"— those momentary pictures which the 
mind's eye is represented as resurrecting from the past. Tonight they are abundantly 



with me in crazy order but sharp relief — dances in an old assembly hall which frowned 
on such mtra-mural frivolity; oratorical contests where we spouted platform platitudes 
with a firm resounding swell; gridiron death-struggles where we gloried in the virile 
thrill which came with the shock of body against body; Shakespeare in burlesque with 
posset from an inkwell and a pain-wracked Caesar dying from the treacherous thrust 
of a yardstick; sweaty after-practice rushes to a decrepit shower which knew no contin- 
ence in matters of heat and cold; cadet inspections where little men with big muskets 
fainted in the heat, and officers, splendid in sword-belt and stars, tortured their voices 
into a military bark; touchdowns amidst sand-burrs, mud-puddles, snowdrifts and chag- 
rined opponents, but always touchdowns; last-act curtains that took an embarrassed 
eternity to fall; all-night sessions in a local printing house to coax the "Collegiate" into 
its scheduled appearance. I could go on like this long past the limits of your patience 
and be even fresher and more garrulous than when I started. You who scoff will your- 
selves return to prate of such things in a few years. It's a vicious cycle and I'm rather 
Had that nothing can be done about it. 

At least you are spared the further retrospective excesses which might occur were 
my own particular cronies of those days with me this evening. Then indeed would the 
memory mill grind with increasing speed and clatter. But of a trio which through many 
voluble nights settled the affairs of this and all other worlds with firmness and des- 
patch, two of us are passing as apostles of culture in a foreign field, and the third (the 
veriest rascal of us all) has recently, I am given to understand, taken unto himself the 
dignity of a town father. 0 tempora, 0 mores! 

If they were with me tonight in my reminiscing debauch, I am sure that we should 
all be in agreement as to one of the most enduring impressions which sprang from our 
collegiate years— a vivid sense of the lasting glory of inspirational teaching. I am bold 
to close with a note of high seriousness in feeble recognition of a debt, immeasurable 
and irrepayable, to certain of our teachers of the old school who have passed to their re- 
ward in whatever other worlds there be. The just reward of such great souls was not of 
this earth; it never is nor can be; for when those whose thoughts they have moulded 
and inspired have reached a measure of wisdom and maturity sufficient to see the im- 
mensity of their debt, there frequently remains to them nothing but a painful heritage 
of lost opportunities for acknowledging it. The reward of the great teacher is seldom 
immediate and never tangible. It is to be found in the breath of ideal, the wealth of 
aspiration and the happiness of realization in those to whom a spark has been imparted. 
It seems to me that there can be few nobler parts to play in this mad world than that 
where through largeness of soul in precept and example one strives not only to instil in 
others a desire for the better things of life, but also to furnish them with the equipment 
for its satisfaction. In the superlative performance of such a role lies true eminence, 
and it is to our shame that such greatness remains too often unseen and unsung. It 
lights up many a small Canadian classroom, and it is the very vivid sense that our own 
school in former days, as I hope it does now, harboured such nobility in humble guise, 
which prompts this imperfect tribute. For those of you who aspire to such a calling I 
hope it may be something more than sound and fury; for those whose task it is zealous- 
ly and patiently to counsel you it may be some small glimmer of encouragement; but 
for those for whom I speak it is simply tardy enough acknowledgment that in our ado- 
lescent years we frequently sat before a shrine of greatness, and blindly recognized 
only the familiar contours of the classroom desk.

TPHE world today is in a state of un- 
rest. It can be compared to a barrel 
of gun-powder, with only the tiniest spark 
needed to set it off. Newspapers through- 
out the country carry story after story of 
the merciless slaughter being carried on in 
Spain; articles are written on new dis- 
coveries which can be used as instruments 
of warfare; nations spend billions on re- 
armament; aeroplane factories work 
twenty-four hours a day turning out fight- 
ing craft. Everywhere, from the high- 
ranking official to the poorest labourer, 
the common topic is war. 

Has man gone insane? Are we going 
to forget the awful slaughter of the Great 
War, the gaps in population which take 
generations to fill? Are we going to sac- 
rifice the youth of the nation again, to 
satisfy the ego of some foreign dictator? 
The latter question has been brought to 
the foreground again and again, yet we 
go blindly on, heading straight towards 
the abyss, from which the only safe re- 
treat lies through a curtain of shells, 
liquid fire, bombs and tanks devised by 
man for the annihilation of his fellow 
men. 

From statistics, printed years after the 
last war, the one which was to end all 
wars, one would think that the human 
race would never again take part in such 
an orgy. Yet the passing of time heals 
even the sorest wounds. 

This seems to be the case today. The 
generation growing up, know little of the 
last horrible disaster, since they were too 
young to understand what was going on. 
They have been taught the history of 
the last war in school and at the same 
time an effort was made, to fix in their 
minds the full significance of the word 
war. But this was history, something to 
be memorized and written for examina- 
tions, with the result that the story was 
forgotten once the examination was writ- 
ten. 

Europe today is made up of a number 
of nations, each ready to cut each other's 



throat should the opportunity present it- 
self. They act like angry dogs, straining 
at the leash which is becoming weaker 
all the time. Some day this restraining 
link will burst asunder and topple the 
whole world into another war, the like 
of which has never been seen before. The 
slaughter will be so great and the de- 
struction so far-flung that Mother Earth 
will be dealt a paralyzing blow. Such 
instruments of warfare, as we know to- 
day, put ancient torture machines to 
shame. Preservation of human life will 
be looked upon as an infinitesmal item, 
so long as wholesale slaughter means vic- 
tory. We are indeed fortunate, we Cana- 
dians, that our neighbouring country is 
so friendly. 

We can no longer feel secure, as far as 
foreign invasion is concerned. The fact 
that a fleet of Italian planes flew over our 
very home not so long ago, emphasizes 
this. They were only on a peaceful mis- 
sion of course, but in war-time they might 
easily duplicate this feat, with horrible 
results. Air raids were common enough 
during the last war. But today, with 
modern fighting planes, gas bombs, dis- 
ease bombs and incendiary bombs, whole 
nations could be destroyed in no time at 
all and humanity well nigh wiped off the 
face of the earth. This sounds fantastic, 
yet neverthless, it is not absolutely an 
impossibility. 

Scientific minds are forever working. 
Every day they make some new discovery 
which may benefit the world in one way 
and be a means of destruction if em- 
ployed in another. Yet above all, there 
are countless numbers of us who hope 
fervently, that some day these men will 
devise a method of restraining man from 
that insatiable desire to be at war.

WE ARE SURVIVORS ! Consider the changes we have witnessed: 

We were born before television, before penicillin, before polio shots, frozen foods, 
Xerox, plastic, contact lenses, Frisbees and the PILL. 

We were before radar, credit cards, split atoms, laser beams and ball point pens, before 
pantyhose, dishwashers, clothes dryers, electric blankets, air conditioners, drip-dry 
clothes. . ., and before man walked on the moon. 

We got married first and then lived together. How quaint can you be? 
In our time, closets were for clothes, not for "coming out of. Bunnies were small 
rabbits and rabbits were not Volkswagens. Designer Jeans were scheming girls named 
Jean or Jeanne, and having a meaningful relationship meant getting along well with our 
cousins. 

We though fast food was what you ate during Lent, and Outer Space was the back of the 
Riviera Theater. 

We were before house-husbands, gay rights, computer dating, dual careers and 
commuter marriages. We were before day-care center, group therapy and nursing 
homes. We never heard of FM radio, tape decks, electric typewriters, artificial hearts, 
word processors, yogurt, and guys wearing earrings. For us, time-sharing meant 
togetherness.. .not computers or condominiums: a "chip" meant a piece of wood:

In our day cigarette smoking was fashionable, GRASS was mowed, COKE was a cold 
drink and POT was something you cooked in. ROCK MUSIC was a Grandma's lullaby 
and AIDS were helpers in the Principal's office. 

We were certainly not before the difference between the sexes was discovered but we 
were surely before the sex change: we made do with what we had. And we were the last 
generation that was so dumb as to think you needed a husband to have a baby! 
No wonder we are so confused and there is such a generation gap today!

Among his favourite- works are many 
of Tom Thompsons paintings of Canadian 
scenery. 

Canada, he believes, is the most beau- 
tiful country in the world and offers the 





the artist to imitate this beauty as perfectly 
as he can/' With these beliefs he finds if 
impossible to understand so-called "modern 
art" which he termed "barbaristic." Born 
in the Province of Moravia 50 years ago, 
Mr. Kousal came to Canada in 1926. He 
has spent the following years travelling 
from coast to coast putting such beauties 
of Canada and Algonquin Park and the 
Maritimes on canvas. In the short period 
of 25 years he has captured the beauty 



artist all types of nature to portray on his 
canvass. "Canadians take too much for 
granted. They are in heaven and do not 
appreciate it. They have never lost those 
precious freedom which in Europe are only 
dreams/' Mr. Kousal, who began the study 
of art at the age of 6 years recommended 
the practice of nature painting to the youth 
as an aid to the development of a love of 
beauty. "A man who truly loves nature or 
beautiful music cannot be bod."

S.C.I.T.S. REUNION - 1997 

75TH ANNIVERSARY REVIEW 



Attending S.GLT.S. from 1954 to 1958 were four of the best years of my life. 
They were exciting days! A time of preparation for our careers. 

I can still hear Mr. Coles saying, "Come to die party, girls!" He was our quiet 
Book-keeping Teacher. 

Miss Clair was very strict - teaching typing, business machines, and shorthand, but 
I sure did respect that woman. She made a great impression on me. 
She said, "Your work is a reiection on you. No strikeovers!" So, we naturally 
tiied to do our best work. We didn't have electric typewriters or computers - we 
didn't even have a correction key!! All we had was an eraser. It was quite a trick 
to rub out die wrong letter, without going right through the paper and to type in the 
correct letter, especially if you were typing with two or three carbons. Each carbon 
copy had to be corrected separately. It was such a strain because it had to be 
perfect but we were proud of our work! 

Miss Wier was our Penmanship Teacher. At one time, she had us writing to music 
to the song, "Hi Lilly, Hi Lilly, Hi Lo ,f . She taught us to write with the arm 
movement, from the elbow to the hand, all in motion. I often wondered how the 
boys in our class felt about that exercise. Rosella Nahmabin got the highest marks 
in penmanship. Her writing was just beautiful. 

Miss Welman was our Sewing Teacher. A lasting memory is of her yelling, 
"Rip it Out!" "Rip it Out!" It had to be "perfect" but we all learned how to sew 
wearable garments. 

The exams were scarey! We each received one piece of fullscap (paper). 
There was no talking and for one and a half hours, we answered all the questions. 
We could not use calculators like today in the classroom. It all had to be done by 
head and hand and memory. 

Mr. Corns taught the boys mechanical classes. He is a beautiful man. 

Ann (nee Sesterak) Enghardt and I didn't wait for a bus...... .we walked and, we 

went home at noon and walked back every day - over two miles. As we walked, 
we learned our memory work - die poem that had a great impact on me was "IF" 
by Rudyard Kipling. We didn't need a curfew - home on time every night. There 
were no drugs, no parties. There was no swearing, no gossip, no wasting time. We 
were taught to work! We kept quiet and did as we were told! 
We girls were not allowed to wear jeans or even slacks. We had to be feminine! 
We wore saddle shoes with bobby socks. We washed out our shoelaces and our 
socks and cleaned our shoes - every night! Many of us slept on hard rollers and 
bobby pins in order to have a "perfect" hairdo for the next day. We wore skirts, 
ankle length, that we made with three yards of Dan River cotton, with gayly 
coloured crinolines underneath. Some of us had reversible plaid skirts and Kitten 
sweaters. Everything we wore had to be ironed every night with tedious perfection. 
We had no money to speak of but, once in awhile, we went for lunch at Tufly 
Truesdale's Fish & Chip Restaurant on Davis St., where he had live crocodiles and 
aligators on display through large glass windows which we watched as we ate. 



Mr. Billingsley was our Principal. The Assemblies were inspiring - everyone 
gathering together! The mood throughout the school was electric! Just walking 
from classroom to classroom was exhilarting and fun! There was lots of laughter 
ringing through the halls! 

For Gym class, we changed into little blue gym suits which were like bloomers. 
These had to be clean and pressed for every class. The dressing room was open 
and it was embarrassing to change with everyone watching because we were so 
shy!. The pool water was cold and we couldn't jump in and splash around because 
most of us were concerned about our hairdos. But for the sports buffs, they had 
a lot of fun and eagerly dived in. 

While Northern Collegiate was being built, there were so many students, we had 
to go to school at Vidal St. and Wellington for some classes. 

In the "Ad Astra" - the yearly account of S.C.I.T.S.' events, under my picture it 
said that I would marry Osty (my husband's nickname) and have little Ostys. Paul 
picked me up after school in his 1951 Black Dodge - all clean and shiney. 

We have been married for 37 years now. When we left school, there was a choice 
of jobs. We left school on Friday and went to work on Monday. 

My brother said that, if he was down at one end of S.C.I.T.S., and I was with my 
friends at the other end of the school, he could hear our laughter ringing through 
the whole building and he always knew where I was. 

Things haven't changed much - at the Home Show in Lambton Mall, I was working 
for my girlfriend, Gael McGregor, who has the store, "SOMETHING SPECIAL 
FOR YOU" at 303 Davis Street, Sarnia. Some friends came by and told us that 
they could hear our laughter all the way from Canadian Tire. We were set up in 
front of the Gift Emporium which is quite aways from Canadian Tire. 

I consider it a priviledge to write something about our school days at S.C.I.T.S. 
Faith (Tomlinson) Archer, Sandy (Bettridge) Webb, Ann (Sesterak) Enghardt, 
and others contributed to this writing. We have kept in touch over the years. 

Ann (Sesterak) Enghardt never quit going to school - she is now working on her 
Masters. She moved to the United States and is now employed by Chrysler in 
Detroit and travels to China, Thailand, Malaysia, Indonesia, and Venezuela for her 
job. Quite a long jump from being bom in a log cabin on a homestead in northern 
Alberta. Faith Archer has been a Tupperware Dealer for over 26 years and her 
motto is "Dress for Success". Sandy Webb is a mother and homemaker who takes 
care of her three grandchildren and her mother. She is an angel. She says, "I'm 
always here if you need me!" I belong to the Canadian Author's Group, and 
Recovery, Inc.

CASE HISTORY 

Child's name: Pham Van Van 
Birth date: March 24, 1951 
Nationality: Vietnamese 

Van lives with his mother, a brother, Bay (5), 
and a sister, Lan (2), as well as his maternal 
grandmother in the city of Saigon. The family 
has always led a miserable existence, and shortly 
before Lan was born, their situation became even 
more critical. The father, depressed by their pov- 
erty, became completely irresponsible and aban- 
doned the family altogether. 

The child's mother does the best she can to 
earn their livelihood by selling potatoes or fruit 
although she sometimes helps the neighbors with 
their cooking or carries water for them. In spite 
of back-breaking work, her earnings never exceed 
13 cents to 20 cents a day which, obviously, is 
grossly inadequate for even the basic necessities 
of five people, and they are often hungry. The 
aged grandmother, who is dependent on her 
daughter for support, occasionally spends a few 
days with another married daughter who lives 
elsewhere in the province but she, too, is poor and 
cannot help Van's family financially. Nor can aid 
be expected from the boy's married sister, Chi (21 ) 
as her husband's earnings allow them little more 
than a hand-to-mouth existence. It is no wonder 
that Mrs. Pham worries about repaying $13.80 
which she has borrowed from the neighbors to 



meet living expenses; under the circumstances, 
this represents a considerable sum. Thus, with no 
relatives in a position to be of assistance, the 
plight of Van's family is desperate. They live in a 
crude shelter which is built over the water and 
measures 6 feet by 12 feet. The roof is covered 
with palm leaves and pieces of iron, but it leaks 
badly so that, whenever it rains, water pours into 
the dwelling. They have no furniture and all sleep 
on a mat on the floor. 

In this wretched atmosphere lives Van, a rather 
serious, well-mannered little boy with expressive 
black eyes. It goes without saying that he, and the 
other members of his family as well, would bene- 
fit a great deal from plentiful, wholesome food. 
He attends the second grade of primary school 
and after class often takes care of Bay and his 
little sister. As might be expected of a lad of his 
age, Van says he would eventually like to earn 
his living by driving a car. In extending a helping 
hand to this youngster, you will assure him of a 
monthly grant of $8, periodic distribution of food 
and clothing parcels, and any necessary medical 
care. Of equal importance to the hard-pressed 
mother is the heartwarming knowledge that some- 
ne cares and wants to help. Your interest and 
kind assistance will bring hope and encourage- 
ment into this poor home and afford Van the op- 
portunity of looking toward a brighter, more se-

Golden Anniversary

STEP FORWARD

The student yearbook outlined l

"The official opening of the! 
Sarnia Collegiate Institute and'; 
Technical School placed this city' 
among the foremost educational 
centres of Ontario, 

On that day the students were 
presented with a gift of 
inestimable value in which thev 
are given an opportunity of 
gaining knowledge in every 
phase of education. . 

Although the pupils have been j 
in attendance since Sept . 6 the - 
neve collegiate was not officially | 
opened until Friday. Oct. 27 and j 
a very enjoyable program was j 
arranged for both afternoon andi 
evening, The pupils were, 
requested to attend the aT-j 
temoon program as the j 
evening was reserved for the! 
citizens. About 700 students were 
present and as manv outsiders 
as the seating capacity of the 
auditorium would permit. 

The first number on the 
{program was a selection by the 
school orchestra. This was 
followed by the singing of 0 
Canaan bv th* mmiis. 



The formal opening address 
was given - by Rev. Hall

But London Road School did not 
contain the faciiiUe. neee.. ... y 
to pursue a great deal of the 
technical education necessary 
for the only secondary school 
in the citv at that time. 

Without a doubt SCITS. the 
school which opened in 1922 on 
the site of a carriage maker's 
shed has been referred to down 
through the years, was a 
triumnh of educational progress 
and even engineering. 

It departed radically in design 
from other schools being con- 
srnvoed on tin*?! that time. 
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There were huge windows all 
around the building to let in 
natural sunlight, the roof was 
almost completely flat in order 
to utilize every available amount 
of space for classrooms. 

HIGH SPIRIT 

And the students knew that 
what had 'been given to them 
was good and spirit ran high 
as in evidence by the 1922 
yearbook. 

There was a rugby team at 
the school which took the On- 
tario Championship in that year. 
The senior track team took the 
troohy in interscholastic com- 
petition, the girls basketball 
team grabbed the championship 
in the Western Ontario finals. 
It was a lot for a school only 
in its first year of operation. 

Of course the yearbook gave 
a lot of credit to the teachers 
at the school in that first year 
for heloing to promote some of 
that spirit.

Tennis, back in the Games for the first time since 1924. saw West Geo

Swimming stars included Janet Evans and Matt Biondi of the USA 
as well as the GDR's Kristan Otto who accumulated a record six gold 
medals. 

Track and Field was highlighted by the brilliant performances of Jack- 
ie Joyner-Kersee and Florence Griffith Joyner of the USA. Between them 
they 'shared six medals and each set a world record. For Canada, a 
pleasant surprise was the bronze medal captured by Dave Steen in the 
Decathlon. 

In team sports, the US men and Soviet woman won volleyball, while 
in basketball the winners were the US ladies and the Soviet men. who 
upset the heavily favoured USA in the semi-finals 

For Canada, the Games had to be a mild disappointment but for the 
Olympic movement and South Korea, a spectacular success. The facili- 
ties were superb and a record number of nations and athletes participat- 
ed. The organizers of the 1992 Barcelons Games have a tough act to 
follow.

'They watched me play at the J DP

girl, they thought I was .quick for my 
size. They're looking at me playing either 
the two, three or four spot," said Neely. 

In her Grade 9, 10 and 11 years of high 
school, she reached the conference final 
on all three occasions (once as a junior, 
twice in senior) before the program took 
a nose-dive. She admits, at times, that it 
was tough being on the floor when the 
squad had little chance of winning. 

"It was hard at times but at the same 
time I wouldn't trade playing at .SCITS 
for anything," she admits. *T realized we 
had a young team and a new coach in Mr. 
(Mike) Partridge, who has done a good 
job at rebuilding the program. The 
younger girls looked to me a lot for lead- 
ership and that was a nice position to be 
in."

Her start in basketball began in the first 
grade. She followed her cousins Marnie 
and Kelly Buchanan, the former who was 
also a U.S. college recipient, around and 
wanted to emulate them. She was a gym 
rat, hanging around Barry Demeter's 
SCITS program upon the encouragement 
of her uncle, Bill Buchanan, then a vol- 
unteer with the program. 

"I always wanted to be just like Kelly 
and Marnie and I think that's how I 
became interested in basketball. They 
once took me to a mini-bantam (Grade 5- 
6) tournament when I was in Grade 2 and 
I was fouled, sent to the foul-line, and I 
had to ask the referee where it was."

The traditions of Sarnia Collegiate have long been in the making. Sarnia Collegiate 
began as a small grammar school which opened in 1851 and then progressed through a 
number of changes of location until around 1891 when a new structure, called SCI was 
erected at the location where the London Road School now stands. In 1919, according to the 
old year books, things were getting a bit crowded and so it was decided after much 
discussion at the school board level to create a new state of the art facility. Sarnia Collegiate 
Institute and Technical School was officially opened October 27, 1 922. 

The first record of a school year book is the 1914 edition of The Collegiate. This 
edition began the tradition of year books recording important school happenings and student 
activities. We are fortunate that Darrell Chong and his committee has produced this special 
edition which captures the essence of the great many people whose achievements 
contributed to forming the traditions, and to developing the school spirit which has brouqht us 
together for this 75th Anniversary. 

For me it has been a rewarding challenge to be part of putting together this event 
People ask me why I would take on such an enormous task. Why wouldn't I? For thirty-five of 
the school's seventy-five years, I have been attached to this school as a student and as a 
teacher. I have been part of the happenings for so long that when I retired four years ago it 
seemed to be just a natural extension to take up the challenge of putting together the plans 
for a 75 th anniversary celebration. 

The traditions which have continued over seventy-five years will continue as long as 
there is a staff and administration with a sense for tradition. It takes a great deal of voluntary 
time by staff members and by students to produce those wonderful SCITS Revues, and Year 
Books. It also takes dedication and commitment to produce those highly competitive football, 
basketball, track and field, hockey, volleyball, soccer, rugby, and swim teams. Many students 
because of skills and attitudes developed in these activities have been successful in life Sic 
Itur Ad Astra (Thus man rises to the Stars) is definitely a good school motto. Sarnia Collegiate 
has always offered its students the opportunity to become academically and socially 
prepared to go on in life and be the best that they want to become. I am proud to have been 
part of this philosophy during my tenure at SCI&TS. 

I welcome all my fellow SCITS people back to the hallowed halls of good or SCI 
where "we learned to work and play the game." So onward toward the 100 th Anniversary 
when, I am sure, there will be another great gathering of SCITS people to celebrate not only 
the past, but the continued exploits of new students and staff who will have carried on the 
traditions of success in all fields of education and athletics. 

I congratulate Darrell and his committee for producing such a wonderful record of past 
events and I also thank Haines Printing and its staff for their great help. Their efforts are truly 
an example of alumnae loyalty to the traditions of SCI&TS.Thanks also to the many sponsors 
featured in the book for their great sense of community. 

Congratulations to you the alumnae who have returned to our hallowed halls and 
purchased this book. I hope that you enjoy it as it was truly meant to be - A REMINDER OF
